President Hoover made the sugges- 
tion Tuesday. 


Chairman Pitiman 
(D-Nev.) of 


the senate foreign relations com- 
mittee, a leader of administration 
forces in the current controversy, 
commented at that time that "that's 
a piddling around with immateriali- 
ties." 


4-Point Program 


Senator Borah (R-Idaho). a leader 


of the foes of embargo repeal, said 
the first thing that occurred to him 
was how the plan could be made 
feasible. 


Colonel Lindbergh, in an address 


last night over a radio network, rec- 
ommended a four-point program: 


1. An embargo on offensive weap- 


ons and munitions. 


2. The unrestricted sale of "pure- 


ly defensive" armaments. 


3. The prohibition of American 


shipping from the belligerent coun- 
tries of Europe and their danger 
zones. 


4. The refusal of credit to bel- 


ligerent" nations or their agents. 


Turning to the question of hemi- 


sphere defense, the famous flier 
said: 


"This western hemisphere is our 


domain. Let there be no compromise 
about our right to defend or trade 
within this area. If it is challenged 
by any nation, the answer must be 
•war. Our policy of neutrality should 
have this as its foundation. 


"We desire the utmost friendship 


with the people of Canada. If their 
country is ever attacked, our navy 
will be defending their seas, our 
soldiers will fight on their battle- 
fields, our fliers will die in their 
skies. 


Must Demand Freedom 


"But have they the right to draw 


this hemisphere Into a European 
war simply because they prefer the 
crown of England to American in- 
dependence? 


"Sooner or later we must demand 


the freedom of this continent and 
its surrounding islands from the 


^dictates of European power. Amer- 


-ican history clearly indicates this 
need. As long as European powers 
maintain their influence in 
our 


hemisphere, we are likely to find 
ourselves involved in their troubles. 
And they will lose no opportunity 
to involve us." 


Repeal of the arms embargo, 


Lindbergh said, would not assist de- 
mocracy in Europe "because I do 
not believe this is a war for de- 
mocracy." 


"This is a war over the balance of 


power in Europe—a war brought 
about by the desire for strength on 
the part of Germany and the fear 
of strength on the part of England 
and France. . . ." 


Lindbergh said if loans 
were 


made to a belligerent "many inter- 
ests will feel that it is more impor- 
tant for that country to win than for 
our own to avoid the war."

French Report 2 Million 


Germans on West- 


ern Front 


READY FOR ATTACK 
Believe Sudden Lull May 


• Presage H e a v y 


Offensive

Paris—CR—French sources report- 


ed today the Germans had massed 
sufficient tanks and heavy artillery 
between the Moselle river and the 
Rhine to launch a large scale offen- 
sive at any moment 


The nazi troops manning this 10- 


mile front the French said, were 
veterans of the Polish campaign. 


These facts, coupled with a sudden 


lull in persistent activity of Ger- 
man patrols, kept French outposts 
on the alert ss rain and fog settled 
over the lines after a day of clear, 
crisp weather. 


French military men said a brief 


period of inactivity after several 
days of intense skirmishing -fre- 
quently presages a heavy offensive. 


The German strength along the" 


entire western front was estimated 
at approximately two million men, 
most of whom were said to be con- 
centrated in the Saar and Lauter 
river sectors in position for a front- 
al assault 


The morning communique of the 


general staff said the night ,was 
"calm," but mentioned artillery ac- 
tivity on both sides in the region 
east of the Moselle. 


Blow Up Bridges 


In the south, along the Rhine, 


where the French yesterday blew 
up three railway bridges, the Ger- 
mans were reported installing anti- 
aircraft guns on the great granite 
pillars left standing on their side of 
the river. 


Destruction of the bridges left on- 


ly two other spans across the Rhine. 


The French reported their obser- 


vation planes had taken advantage 
of the brief period of clear weather 
yesterdiay^to^'ta^ei-phbtographs of 
the German lines at several points. 


Both the pilot and observer of one 


of these planes were found dead in 
their seats after the craft, riddled 
with bullets, had landed safely be- 
hind the French lines, it was said. A 
camera in the plane was undamaged ] 
and contained "valuable" photo- 
graphs of German positions, 
the 


French declared. 


The ship apparently had been en- 


gaged in a dogfight with a German ] 
plane, but the pilot, though fatally 
wounded, lived long enough 
to 


make a landing. 


With military action virtually at 


a standstill, the French -watched the 
diplomatic situation closely. Some 
quarters expressed belief Germany 
would continue her "peace 
offen- 


sive"" through pressure on neutral 
states following the refusal 
of 


France and Britain to talk peace on 
Hitler's terms.

London—(AP)—Great Britain announced today that the bat- 


tleship Royal Oak has been sunk. 


The admiralty reported this afternoon that approximately 


370 men thus far had been saved. The warship's complement, 
it said, was approximately 1,200 men.

He cites.

and shutting the Germans out of 
Rumania's •wheat and oil lands, ex- 
cept with Stalin's permission.

ister, Gregore Gafencu, to Moscow 
to see what Stalin wants with Mm. 
not to Berlin to see what Hitler 
wants. 


A Split Rumania 


If the diplomatic grapevine is as 


near right as it usually is. Gafencu 
may hear that Stalin wants Bessa- 
rabia back. He might even learn 
that Germany and Russia are estab- j 
lishing zones of influence that split'

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CHAMBERLAIN TO HITLER 


In the diplomatic duel of the century 


while armed galleries watch in breathless 
silence Herr Hitler has not been wholly 
lacking in arguments as arguments go. 
At least they have satisfied many besides 
those with whom satisfaction is com- 
pulsory. 


But in this world spectacle of dip- 


lomatic fencing Mr. Chamberlain secured 
a clear advantage when he declared that 
"the German government and the German 
government alone stands in the way of 
peace." 


It is primary in international negotia- 


tions that a people may have the sort of 
government they like. And however in- 
competent or foolish that government may 
be it is the affair only of the immediate 
people involved. 


But have the Germans the govern- 


ment they want? Have the Russians the 
government they want? Who knows? 


All know, however, that the rulers of 


Germany and Russia will not permit the 
people to declare their will, but crush out 
•with ammal ferocity every attempt, how- 
ever moderate and apparently just, to 
interfere with the sway of autocracy. 


It may be that Mr. Chamberlain when 


he referred to the German- government 
aneant Hitler, Goering, Goebbels and Hessv 
But we doubt it. He more likely meant 
the form of government as distinguished 
from the individuals. But is it the busi- 
ness of anyone outside Germany thai the 
German people have not been permitted 
for the last six years to exercise a right 
that, more and more, the world is be- 
ginning to think belongs to every civil- 
ized people, the right to rule themselves? 


It is to be expected that Mr. Cham- 


berlain's point will be popular in Amer- 
ica. It states a fact that has created a 
great obstruction in the world. But it 
does not state it all. 


If at once there could be encompassed 


a return of Germany to her greatness 
before World War No. 1, and the Treaty 
of Versailles, struck her down, and a 
return of her government to her people, 
and a like job with Russia, isn't it fair 
to assume without exaggerated promise 
that the people of the world would then 
take up the immense problem of repair 
and rebuilding and that greater task of 
plunging ever onward in the way of prog- 
ress without which the human body be- 
comes stale and'its soul sour? 


REASONS FOR THE EMBARGO VOTE 


Senator Burke of Nebraska said in the 


senate the other day that he wasn't vot- 
ing for repeal of the arms embargo as an 
expression of neutrality but because "it 
checks the belligerents 
that I 
want 


checked and it favors the belligerents that 
I want favored." 


Mr. Burke, one of the few brave states- 


men of the country during the period that 
congress was trying to make a dictator- 
ship out of America, is always candid 
but in this statement he departed far 
from statesmanship. 


Senator Reynolds of North Carolina, 


who is a bit of a parader and sometimes 
as uncertain as March weather, never- 
theless more clearly saw the real issue 
in this matter when he said: 


s only kind of neutrality I want 


is a neutrality that will benefit the 
American people, and I do not care s 
tinker's damn whether it benefits any- 
body else in the world I want a neu- 
trality that is going to benefit the Unit- 
ed States of America, and let the chips 
fall where they may." 
Probably every senator will vote for 


what he believes to be America's ulti- 
mate interests. And yet, just as likely, 
each vote will be somewhat shaped and 
influenced by other considerations. It is 
an intensely hard job to keep the eye al- 
ways on the target when there are so 
many flashing and disturbing movements 
slightly to either side.

leaves Decoration in the extreme, a 
kind of stone-stitching • or sampler 
work, done with the innocence of a 
girl's heart, and in a like unlearned

Boldt founder and long proprietor of the Wal- 
dorf. Bates' hotel schooling was gained at the 
old Hotel Brunswick, a Madison Square- land- 
mark and a resort for gourmets, remembered 
now chiefly because of the stew which bear 
its name. 


Many who will buy airplane tickets in the 


new building will perhaps recall those hote 
days when the Belmont was considered the bes 
moneymaker for a hotel of its size in New York 
Bates had a wide acquaintance among promi 
nent Americans. The Belmont was a source o: 
much news to reporters who could always coun 
on finding it full of railroad presidents, big in- 
dustrialists, merchants and professional men 
Its cuisine was famed, and its bar had a heavy 
patronage, particularly among commuters.

For years the Belmont's maitre A'hotel was 


"Victor," who had been valet, ptivate secretary 
and social mentor for the late John W. Gates 
Victor was a waiter at a Paris hotel and made a 
deep impression upon Gates by knowing jus 
what to serve him for breakfast. On the strength 
of that, Gates hired him and brought him back 
to America. Victor's advice was sought by the 
financier on everything except the stock mar- 
ket and horse racing. One day the millionaire 
took the former waiter to view an art collection 


"What do you think of these pictures?'* he 


asked. 


"They're pretty good," Victor replied. 
"Very well," said Gates. "Tell the fellow to

Bates sold the Belmont in 1918 to John Bow- 


man, president of the New Biltmore and opera- 
tor of three other New York hotels.

In late 
years the site has been a vacant lot with a small 
fence running along one side—a marker to the 
memory of a once famous inn.

Wshington — The real test on neutrality legislation is not the arms 


embargo. Apparently that will be repealed easily. But the restrictions 
on American shipping—in the so-called "carry" provision — are in dang- 
er of being riddled by an aggressive shipping lobby. 


These restrictions as originally drawn were too tight to be practicable. 


They were eased to permit Latin American trade to 
include British and French possessions in that area. 
Now it is generally accepted that the British and 
French possessions in the Pacific should be exempt- 
ed on the entirely reasonable ground that shipping in 
the Pacific is scarcely in any danger. 


But pressure is on to spring the restrictions even 


wider. Some-of the shipping lobby organizations 
advocate no restrictions whatever. They want Ameri- 
can shipping free to go into any belligerent port 
There are at present no restrictions, the "carry" sec- 
tion of the existing law having lapsed May 1. Watch 
for an attempt to throw this whole question into a 
snarl that will block action. 


Numerous shipping groups are firing resolutions 


at congress opposing restrictions in the neutrality 
Raymond Clapper act

Nature maintains its balance by 


a return of organic matter to the 
soil through the falling of leaves, 
breaking of stems and the decay 
of accumulated vegetable matter. 
When thoroughly broken down, all 
these 
materials 
become humus, 


which gradually merges into the 
top soil, retaining the fertility of 
the land. This condition does not 
exist in the average home garden. 
Consequently it is necessary for 
the gardener to buy humus-produc- 
ing materials with which to cor- 
rect the mechanical condition of 
his soil. 


Fallen leaves and garden refuse, 


which is not infected, should be 
collected in one spot and allowed 
to decay and break down into hu- 
mus so as to create a source of 
supply for this material without 
the necessity of purchasing it On 
a large scale this activity is per- 
formed by' florists who make what 
is known as a "compost pile" from 
any material no longer useful in 
the greenhouse. The home gardener 
can mske his own compost pile. 


For the small quantity needed by 


the average backlotter, it is re- 
commended that a hole be dug in- 
to which are thrown leaves and 
other compost material. Keep the 
material moist, preferably covered 
with boards or canvas, and bacteria 
will increase in the pile at a rapid 
rate and soon bring about complete 
decomposition.

SATURDAY TALK 


The subject of the sausage tree 


is brought up in this letter from 
one of our older readers: 
"Dear Uncle Ray: 


"I am a grownup, and my age is 


not far from the century mark, but 
I want you to know that I read 
your writings~"and enjoy them. 


"I especially enjoyed the series 


you wrote about trees, partly be- 
cause I had received a postal card 
(which I enclose) with a picture of 
a sausage tree ori one side. 


"I once found a 'Siamese twin' 


tree. A professor said it doubtless 
was caused by 
lightning 
which 


struck the tree in its early growth, 
here ivas 3 connecting branch, snd 
no one could tell which tree it be- 
longed to. 


"Mrs. Charlotte H. White" 


The postal 'which Mrs. White 


enclosed showed a sausage tree 
growing near Coconut Grove, Flor- 
ida. Hanging from branches are a 
number of "sausages"—18 of them, 
by my count. 


Sausage trees are natives of 


Africa. They will grow only -where 
the weather is warm, or at least 
mild, the year around. 


Bell-shaped flowers form on sau- 


sage trees. The flowers are brown- 
ish red. By and by, they change in- 
to the long, sausage-shaped fruits 
which dangle from the limbs. The 
stems of the fruit are cord-like, 
and may have a length of from 
four to seven feet, letting the fruit 
hang only a foot or two above the 
ground. 


A letter from a man who wishes 


to be mentioned as "a Friendly 
Reader" asks me to tell something 
about ostriches. I cannot give much 
on the subject in the space we have 
left today, but I may set down a 
few facts. 


Ostriches have small wings, but 


they have the largest bodies of all 
living birds. A full-grown ostrich 
is likely to be from seven to eight 
feet tall, and the weight usually 
runs from 200 to 300 twunds. 


Ostriches cannot fly. but they 


use their wings when they are 
running. The wings help lift them 
above the ground as they speed 
alon?, and a "step" may cover as 
much as 25 feet of ground! 
' Ostriches sometimes are trained 
to take part in races before large 
crowds. They have been known to 
run at a rate of more than a mile 
a minute.
